ot thistypfcal Western "city," write** 
Winslow, Arizona, correspondent, a 
lonfc, lean, l»n* specimen of humanity 
stepped in arid asked the proprietor ot 
the store if be was "on the trade. 
The storekeeper, who evidently had 
previous dealings with his customer, 
said he guessed he was if he could see 
any money in it. The frontiernnw 
then without further remark unpacked 
a large and apparently heavy parcel ha 
had brought iu 'With him, wrapped IB 
the dilapidated remains of a striped- 
Navajo blanket, and displayed to his 
amazed audience a beautiful striped 
hid*, which, had it not been for its 
small size, would have been at once 
taken for that of a Bengal tiger 
It 


was ofi» line tawny color, with uch, 
black stripes anil mark* and measured 
'.fveil feet and three Inches frcmi snout 
to the tip of its rather long tail 
In 


addition to this novelty the customer 
untied the ww-hide thongs that held 
another and smaller parrel, and fioro 
it he took a small china jar and a large 
bundle ot i.ittlesuakeskins. After hav 
in" displayed the whole contents ol the 
blanket, the storekeepei asked what 
animal he had killed to get the tiger- 
like hide finm. 
The frontiersman be- 


fore answeung deliberately cut himself 
a large quid fiom the speaker's plug, 
which he had uoi rowed for the pur- 
nose, and then said that he had been on 
a prospecting tiip into the mountains, 
and that, as he thought he knew of a 
•food location for a mine, he had gone 
alone. Ou the third night out he had 
eaten supper and spread his blanket, 
pipparing for a* sound bleep, when he 
thought he heard a noise like the pur- 
nugof a large c.U. Thinking that u 
mountain hou was pretty close to him, 
and knowing that the animal's hide 
would bung him a few dollars, he 
iliew his Winchester close to his side, 
and, tinning onhis stomach, he watched 
for his visitor in the direction from 
which the noise had come. 
In. a few 


moments he detected thefoim of the 
beast about twenty yards away in the

The hide of the unknown 


animal was purchased by the store- 
keeper, :is were also the snake skin« 
untl oil, but although shown to some oi 
Hie oldest Indians on the Navujo reser- 
vation, none could tell from what ani- 
mal it had been taken, neither did any 
of the Mihimes of natural history in 
the city give a description of any ani- 
mal t'-ven nearly like this one killed in

VERDICT pP GUILTY. 


Harrah Given 2 Ywa at JoUet— 


Last Day of the Term. 


aClMT Ot MANSLAtTQHTBB. 


At four o'clock Tuesday evening the 


jury in the Charles Harrah murder case 
brought in a verdict, finding Harrah 
guilty of manslaughter in killing Alonzo 
Hill at Macon on December 24,1886, and 
fixed his term of imprisonment in the 
Joliet penitentiary at two years. 


The jury' was discharged' for the term 


and the prisoner was removed to the 
county jaU. On the first ballot the jury 
stood 9 for conviction and 3 for acquittal. 
On another ballot the vote was four for 
10 years at Joliet; one for 7 years; three 
for 4 years, one for 4 years and three for 
acquittal. In all about six ballots were 
taken when u compromise was reached 
on two years.
